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Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection 
not  noted  or  pointed  out.

FOREWORD 


OWING  to  the  liquidation  of  the  famous  firm  of  Kouchakji  Fri-rcs 
of  Paris  and  New  York,  the  American  Art  Association,  Inc.,  has 
been  entrusted  with  tile  dispersal  of  the  entire  collection  of  Near 
Eastern  ami  allied  objects  of  art  remaining  in  their  possession  up  to  date. 
This  comprises  an  important  assemblage  of  Alexandrian,  Roman,  Arabic 
and  Sidonian  glass;  Greek  and  Roman  sculptures;  antique  jewelry;  Persian 
and  Indian  miniature  paintings;  together  with  an  unusual  number  of  pot- 
tery vessels  from  Rhages,  Rakka,  Sultanabad  and  Samarra. 

As  usual  in  such  collections,  there  has  been  considerable  difficulty  in 
cataloguing  the  glass,  as  comparatively  little  knowledge  of  the  history  of 
ancient  glass  is  available.  Probably  the  most  interesting  of  the  rare  and 
beautiful  examples  are  the  Arabic  enameled  ewers  and  beakers  of  the  tenth 
to  twelfth  centuries,  few  of  which  have  come  down  to  our  time,  and  even 
minute  fragments  of  which  are  preserved  in  our  museums  as  rarities.  The 
various  flasks  and  perfume  bottles  executed  in  the  stratified  technique  of  the 
Ptolemaic  era — a  technique  that  was  already  lost  by  the  time  of  Augustus — 
have  become  as  rare  as  the  mosaic  or  millefiori  bowls  of  Rome  in  the  Im- 
perial days,  and  the  alabastra  of  ancient  Egypt.  Mention  must  also  be  made 
of  the  clear  glass  bowls,  phials,  unguentariums,  flasks,  etc.,  to  which  time 
and  burial  have  added  a  brilliant  and  lustrous  iridescence. 

Apart  from  their  beauty,  the  pottery  objects  convey  important  facts 
of  history  and  civilization.  The  Rhages  ware  made  in  the  eleventh  and 
twelfth  centuries  offers  vivid  and  detailed  pictures  of  the  Persian  aristo- 
cratic life  in  an  age  of  great  luxury,  added  to  which  is  the  great  charm  of 
its  color  and  lustre,  now  ascertained  to  be,  in  its  earliest  form,  of  purely 
Mohammedan  technique.  The  Rakka  is  also  assigned  to  the  eleventh  and 
twelfth  centuries.  The  designs  embrace  arabesques,  scroll-work  and  Kufic 
inscriptions,  on  grounds  invested  with  beautiful  glazes  of  turquoise-blue, 
manganese-brown,  light  green  and  cobalt-blue,  now  gleaming  with  iri- 
descence. The  Sultanabad  ware  was  made  in  the  capital  city  of  Sultanabad 
after  the  Mongol  conquest  of  Persia:  the  technique  is  a  combination  of 
sgraffiato  and  underglaze  painting,  and  the  decorative  motives  include  flying 
phoenixes  and  other  fabulous  animals. 

The  Samarra  pottery  is  assigned  to  the  ninth  and  tenth  centuries,  and 
the  assertions  of  Persian  antiquarians  that  it  is  the  production  of  fire-wor- 
shippers is  corroborated  by  details  on  the  pottery. 

The  catalogue  contains  detailed  descriptions  of  the  Greek  and  Roman 
sculptures,  etc.
